Tt has to be ramesbered too that the substitution 
of these schools for Day schools on Reserves is a measure 
still in the tentative stage, md that the Department 
can not be e®ected to at once provide for the boarding 
of all the children who caald be secured. 

It seems moreover that in calculating won the prob 
able attendance at these Boarding schools, sufficient 
allowance has not been made for the necessity, and diffi- 
culties in the way of filling the Industrial Sehool, 
about to be opened in this neighborhood. 

Should this sehecl prove the success which is hoped, 
the Department would doubtless see fit to mlarge its 
accommodation, and it would be far better policy to dired 
our efforts to getting as many children as possible into 
it, where they would enjoy, among other swerior advan- 
tages, that of being at a greater distance from their 
Reserves, than would be the case were they at the Board- 
ing schools.

With regard to the original md alternative pro- 
Position, I beg to remark that I am unable to recommend 
thet the Birtle and Crowstand schools be raised to the 
rank of those receiving a per caput grant of $100. 

The forge of the argument that there is too great a 
difference between the $60 and the $100 grant can not be 
admitted, because the first cost of instituting the 
branches of trade instruction required, in return for 
the higher grant, seas to be lost sight of, also that 
much more is exacted in other directions, such as better 
clothing and a larger staff of Teachers. 
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The intention in giving a grant of $300 towards 
the salary, as Proposed in my suggestions already re- 
ferred to, was @@ Provide for the payment of tuition 
given to day scholars, for whom the boarders’ per cep ut 
erent made no provision, and I cen not resist the feel ing 
that it would have been well to have limited the assist- 
mee to boarding schools off Reserves to $80 because all 
the Denminetions now have Industrial sehools, to which 
children can be sent for higher education, nor d I see 
why the Department should bear the whole cost of the main 
tenance of the Boarding schools. 

Since however the Swerintendent General has deeided 
that the grant for boarders in schools om Reserves where 
day scholars attend shall be $60 per annum, md the 
fixed salary for the Teacher shall be $300 in addition, 
it does seam that in order to preserve equality of treat- 
ment between such schools and Boarding schools off the 
Reserves receiving the ,but no Teacher's salary, some 
new Plen has to be devised. After much emsideration I 
have decided to suggest, with a view to meeting the al- 
tered circumstances, the following change of my suggest- 
ions as already laid before the Department, vis: that ell 
Boarding schools on oF adjacent to Reserves receive the 
$60 grent. 

That for Payment of Teacher's salary the per capita 
grent of $12 as provided under the old Ordegein-Comeil,

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter Sontaining 


complaints made by the Agent at Fort Peilfy against the Prineipal 


of the Crowstand Boarding Sehool. 


In the matter of the charge about selling provisions and

elothing to the Indians ,in Some cases at a considerable advanee 


over the market value,I may say that I wrote to the Rev Mr Whyte 
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and he, misunderstanding my instruetions,sent his reply direet to 
you instead of transmitting it through me. Upon that point theree 
tore I say nothing further. 
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Your letter goes on to say - "The Agent also states that Mr 
Wright,who was a good Practical man,has been replased by a brother 
of the Prineipal,who is said to bea Machinist; but as the bogs 
are not being taught any trades,the Department eannot see what 
praetieal benefit a Machinist will be to the sehoole® In reply 
I have to say that Mr Wright haw been promoted to the eharge of 
the gehool at Rotling River and Mr J.8.Whyte who takes his Plaee 
at the Crowstand, was appointed as being a practical farmer. He 


was! am told trained on a farm in his boyhood and the daya of

Ry: young manhood,and is thoroughly Competent to act in the po~ 
sition in which he ig engaged as Farm Instructor. The fact that 


he is a competent Machinist should not operate to his disadvantage 


sinee he spends a portion of nigh ime in teaching the boys the 


use of tools. 

The Agent complains of the frequent change of teaehers. We 
Gonfess that the changes have been frequent,and that they eannot 
but have had a harmful effeet upon thasenoo2; but much as we de- 
Plore them,we are powerless to prevent them,and we ean only hope 
that they will be mueh less frequent in the future, 


The Agent also Complains that the Prineipal does not devote 
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sufficient time and attention to the advaneoment of the pupils 


under his ¢harge. By our instruetions the Prineipal,who is a 


Clergyman, is appointed as Migsionary to the Indians on the Re- 
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serve. His duties are assigned to him by us,and by our in- 


struetions he is to give all the time that is required to his 
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work as a Missionary. His duties as Prineipal involve merely a 
supervision of the sehool and a direetion of its general poliey, 
We have appointed a temeher,a matron,a farm instruetor and an in- 
struetress in sewing to do the detailed work in the management of 
@ sehool whieh has about thirty pupils; and it does not seem to us 
that any fault need be found with the Prineipal on the ground al- 
leged. 


In the further matter of the question Of sending more ehildren 
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z DW ne Regina Industrial Sehool,I have only +o say that our in- 


struétions to the Prineipal and his staff are to transfer as 
large a number as possible to that Institution, 

In view of the fact that so many charges of a personal charae- 
ter are made against the Prineipal of the sehool - some of them 
in regard to duties whieh he was never expeeted to perform, and 
others involving statements whieh he seems able to disprove - is 
it not possible that such charges have their foundation in per= 
sonal animus,rather than in a single hearted desire for the wel- 
fare of the Indians?

I need only now refer to tie 
recently published report of the Departament 
of Indian Affairs to show that in the opinion 
of the Inepestor, Mr. Wadsworth, the echool 
is now being efficiently carried on, the staff 
intelligent and enthusiastic, the premises in

good end orderly cmdition and the school 
enjoying the emmfidence of the Indians. 

From the same report it appears that 
there are now forty-two children from the 
Swan River Agency in the Regina Industrial 
School. Of theese, omeiderably over 
thirty have been pupils in the Crowetand 
Boarding School, from which it appears that 
it is not surpassed by any school in the 
Territories as a feeder for the Regina School. 

We ask therefore, both in the inter- 
este of the Regina School ani in the interests 
of the Crowstand School , the efficiency of 
which is seriously theeatened, that the pro- 
posed reduction be not carried into effect. 

I am inetructed to say that the 
making of euch reduction withait longer notice 
and without giving any reason, appears to the 
Comittee in the light of a breach of faith; 
and assuming as we do that the reduction has 
not been made at yur suggestion, we ask you 
to co-operate with us by writing to the Depart- 
mont at Ottawa ard giving sich reasons ac secm 
most forcible to yo, to show why the proposed 
reduction should not be carried into effect.

Tho Pinoipal has aivo experivnoed trouble 
with young mon anv boys entoring the dormitory of the 
larger girls at night. fo has had new Zastuningy put 
on the windows and does not expect any further trouble

Growetant Gehool on Thursday, Oth August, 190%. = 313904 


fhe letters from the Department on Indian Affaire were read and con- 
aideredy In the epinion of the Committes, these letters should have been 
Goconganied by a copy of the corres fendense on which the Department based 
ito complainte, and the names of some parties on whem the doamittes appointed 
te investigate might have called for a statement of facts. Nething of this 
kind having been done, the only parties te whom the Comittee could apply 
for information, were the meabere of the Sehool staff ant the Indian agemt. 

The Committee questioned every nenber of the staff who was within 
reach, (1¢ being the season for holidays the Teacher and assistant Matron 
were absent) ani had a conversation with the Indian Agent, and found that all 
Were agrecd as to the fasts regarding the pupils and ex-pupile of the Sehool 
Going to the dormiterics of the girls at night. The letter of Mr. Nethinney 
to the Seeretatyy ef the Syncdieal Indian Mission Comnittes, dated July Sth, 
copies ef which were sent to the Seeretary of the Deyartment of Indian Affaire 
ant the the Foreign Mission Geant tee, sottaine all the information 
the Coumittes has reseived, eave the opinion expressed by the Indian Agent 
that oush contuet hed been going on from time te tine during the Winter. 

The Comittee learned thet a similar ceourrence hed taken plese at 
the Sehool before the appointment of Mr. MeWhinney, the fresent Prineizyal, 
ant that one ef the culprits in the present inetanes was involved in the ferner. 
Fhe Committes learned further from variews sources that like ecourrenses hed 
haypened at other Schools. 

The Comnittes fount that the Prinsipal and evegy menber of the staff 
were deoply grieved at the cocurrense, ani that the preseutionn taken te 
prevent ouch consicted in havwng the belrocas of the mabvere ef the staff, 
(with the encoption of that of the Prinsipal whe cocupies a separate building) 
@lese te the derniteries ef the boys ani girls, the deers of the éderniterics 
lecked and the windows so bleched that they could net be raised high exsugh 
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wae to: tar the windows with ison reds ~ a precaution 
precluded by the danger of fire. ‘The euecese vith whieh plete ef various 
Minis have boon planned and carried through; net ienly in Indian Geheois 
Wutidn Geheole of ali nationalities, compels the Comittes to require 
further evidense before aequicsoing in the statenent of the latter fren 
the Georetary of the Departnent on Indian Affaire, that. the cennialous 
cowmrenses reflect serieusly.on the’ Management of the Institutions. the 
Committee regrete the cocurrences eneeddingly. but dest think there is 
any blame attaching to the Prineipal of the staff. 


Semplainte regarding Mr. Moinney'e nothed of bringing truant 
deze back te the sehoot. 


The Oommittes questioned Mr. MeThinney regarding the cexmplaint 
that he hed on one or two eoeasions in bringing truant beys bask te. the 
Sehoel, Sted a repe to their ares, fastened the rope te Bie buggy and 20 
coupe lledthe beye to run behind the bugsy; and was told that the felloving 
are the fests of the case:- 

Me ringleader ef the boys in the ease out ef which the ctuplaint 
rene hed run avay from school feur tines last year-end four er five tines 
this year, and in cach case ho had induced ene er mere emailer: boys to 
accoapany bins that in the caso referred to in the complaint) he had 
intweed: two’ to accontany him; one abeut his-ewn size and. one enaller: 
Vhat' lies '& ire. KeThinney had’ followed them in’ the buggyand found then 
adout eight miles frem the: school in company with the father of the.twe 
smaller beys: that Mp. MoWhinney told the boys that they must ge beck with 
his, that he would take the emallest of them) in the bugsy, but, as there was 
net'recm fer all in the buggy, the tvo larger boys. would have to. run behind! 
that arranged’ thus,'a11 vent well,until,agerocehing a. bluff half a nile 
from the starting point, Mr. Mothinney noticed that:the beys: vere pre- 
Paring te eveage: that: Mrs MeThinney, then stepped, brought. the boys to 
she bugsy, tied a rope loosely round the arm of each and drew the rope 
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y 
over Une back of the Wuagy ant the seat, tut did net fasten 10 to she’ thigey 
in any way: that Mr. MoThimey had net thought of thus tying the rope to 
the Dey until he was face to fase with the danger of the boys runing 
Amey from bin after he had found them ant tins tupairing the discipline 
@f the Sehool. 

Mrs MoThinney adaitted that he had asked itr. Graham, (whether 
in the terme quoted in the latter of the Seeretary of the Indian Depart- 
sent oF net, he was net ure) as to what else he could do; but se far 
wae he from refusing te take Mr. @rahan's advice that the question was 
put with the desire of getting advice: that Mr. @rahen did efvise hin 
net to te the beye behind the buggy again, but to get the Iniian Comnies- 
foner'e peratesion to transfer the unruly bette « distant school vhenee he 
Could net get hone: and that he, (Mp. MoWhinney) had, acting on this 
sAviee, requested ani got the Comniscioner's permission to transfer the 
ber te another school, ant that so far, the threat te de thie had proved 
sufficient to keep the boy at school. 

The Comittee agroce with the Indian Departuent that beys should 
net be Drought back to any school tied with repes, net because te de se 
1e nesessarily either eruel or wicked, but partly because to be seen 
bringing back bey tied thas is all but corfain te lead te complainte 
of cruelty: and even mere, because such a prestice ie in danger of 
degenerating inte cruelty. Whether any partiouler ease 1s aetually 
Wrong, must be determined by ite cirounstances. There is ne doubt of 
the danger to which the boys would be exposed if the repes had been mado 
fast to the buggy as well as to the beyes but the repes were net fastensd 
te the bugey-, The Committee can see no Cruelty in making boys walk, 
or even run for reasonable distances. fhe distance these beys partly 
walked and yartly ran behind itr. MoWhinney's bugey was between seven and 
@ight niles: they could, and 414 help themselves along by clinging to 
the buggy: ani Mr- MoWhinney assured the Committee that the horses trotted 
slowly when they did trot ani that they walked a considerable part of 
the ways 
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The Matron alse gave the Oomittes the assurance that the beys 
Vere none the worse for their tbaperionse behind Mr. MeThinney's buggy. 


the Committee therefore believe that there was ne wreng dene 
on this eccasion, and 1t ie satisfied, and believesthat the Departnent 
should be satisfied with Mr. MoWhinney's assurance that thie methed 
f securing the beys net be tried again. 

In conclusion, the Committee is convinced that the management 
ef the Orewstand School has been on the whole exeellent, and that the 
Goheel is at present in very geod condition. 


All ef which ie respectfully submitted. 


made by Mr. MoWhinney regarding the bring 
back. of the truant beys ie attached te thie paper. 
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George Kahevayas has fer at least twe yeare given great treuble 
by hie frequent attempts to run away from the Sehool. In this, he has 
been encouraged by She spupathy ef hie parents, and the fact that they 
made much of hin on hie return te his home. I have talked beth te the 
Parente and te the bey, reasening with them beth as te the wreng and felly 
©f oush conduct. this bey%s offense is alvays aggravated by his indue- 
ing ene or more smaller beys te accompany him in hie truancy, and thus 
exposing their health as well as his own te seriew danger, they, often 
setting cut at nights or on wet days, te ge a distance of ten niles. 

He ran away at least four tines last year ani feur er five 
thie year. ‘The wual punishment inflicted was whipping. I tried te 
get his father to punieh him but failed. Usually they would bring hin 
back when he went home. I tried te porsunde his father te cons fern 
ef co-operation by which the bey's truancy might be stopped. shertly 
aftervards, the bey ran away again, ani as on other eccasions, persuaded 
two beys, one abeut his own size and one smaller, te accempany hin- z 
drove up to the Reserve te look for thea. About eight miles frem the 
Gehool, I net the three beys accompanied by the father ef the twe smller 
‘peys and at once teld the beys that they must ge tack te schoel with me. 
Ae ny wife was along with mo, there was not reom for all in the buggy, se 
I took the little bey inte the buggy and teld the twe ethers that they 
met run behind. At first they were net tied in any way. After going 
@ little distanse, while drawing near a bluff, the beys showed unie- 
takable signs that they were going to make a break fer liberty. I 
Stepped and tied a repe loosely areund one arm of each ani threw the 
other end of the rope ever the back ef the buggy and ever the seat. The 
Pope was net ttded te the buggy in any way- Thue ve preceedediite the 
seheel, the herees walking or tretting slewly, se that the beys could 
fellew without danger ef hurting themselves in any way. Seme ef the 
Indians cay we going home and at ence reported that the beys were tied 
to the bugsy. 
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When Mr. Graken the Inspectep wae here a few weeks later, tve 
Indians complained te him about the matter. Ne asked uo for a statement 
of what had happened and I told him as 1¢ is set down here. Wo agrest 
shat the beys should te punished ant that discipline mst be maintained, 
but advised mo net te de anything like the foregoing again, as it night 
@rente dissaticfaction anmeng the Indians. This of course, was sy own 
intention when I eaw how the Indians felt. 1 asked hin what methed 
he weuld advise in dealing with such cases, ant he advised me te request 
the Indian Commissioner to permit me te transfer the bey te sone school 
at ouch a distanse that the bey could net go hone from it. I have dene 
this, and the Comuissioner has consented to the traneferemse if it should 
be necessary te take this step. I told the bey and hie father about 
thie, anf sinee then, there has been ne trouble. 

In anever to questions, Mr. MoWhinney said, "The tying of repes 
on the boys’ arms and making them run behind the bugy was net intended 
ac a yunishnent but as a preventative against running away. 1 asked 
the boys several tines while on the way to school if they vere tired, 
and ene of them answered that they were net."

Mx. Agent Blewett in his report on the Peliy 
agenoy, dated June 5, 1907, under the heading of *Toexp~ 
erance and Morality" referred to the drink traffio as 
being still very much in evidence and stated that he had 
discovered that some of the young men (all graduates) 
nad been, with the aid of pupils in the sohool, getting 
into the girls' dormitories at the Crowstand school 
and furnishing them with whiskeye Taking up the clue,

On receipt of this report the Department wrote 
tO the Sugszgs Seoretary of the Foreign Mission Committee 


of the Presbyterian Churoh, requesting him to have a searoh= 
diag enquiry made as to how suoh a state Of affairs could 


exist 42 this sohcod and directing that strenuous measures 
should be taken to prevent their recurrence. The Acting 
Seoretary of the Committee, in acknowledging this letter, 
stated that he would see that the matter was investigated. 
On the 4th of July a similar report was received 
from Mr. Inspector Graham, who in addition referred to 
the trouble the Prinoipal had been experiencing with 
boys who had been running away and complaining cies his 
method of bringing them back, whioh was by tyéng them 
behind his buggy. The Indians objected to this mode of 
procedure and the Inapector told the Prinoipad that it 
should stop at once. The gist Of Mr. Graham's report 
rege"ding runaways was also commnicated to the feoretary 
of 
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of the Foreig Mission Committee, who was asked to give 
tis matter his serious consideration and report the result. 
In this letter the Seoretary was informed that 
the Department was inolined to question the advisability 
of Mr. MoWhinney's being continued in oharge of the 
Sohool. The Indian Commissioner was informed of the 
Department's action On the Inspector's report. An 
acknowledgement of the last letter to the Seoretary of 
the Foreign Comittee was received, in whioh it was 
stated that the Western Committee vould be asked to 
investigate the matter thoroughly and take such action 
as Seemed necessary in the intersts of the school.

You? letter to hand, asking for a 
full statement of the recent misconduct of some of our 
pupils in oonjunotion with graduates from the Reserves 
wy Teason for not speaking of this pefere was simply 
ny distaste for putting the disgraceful affair on paper, 
and besides, I did not sce that any good could come from 
so doing. If you had come up» I had intended tolling 
you about it as I also intended telling Mr. Fraser at 
the next meeting of Presbytery. I do not want you t@ 
think I had any desire to ocnoenl anything from the 
Committee which they had a right to knew. I shall give 
you a full statement of the matter, and if any further 
investigation 1s needed, I shall be only too glad to give 
any assistance I oan in the hope that the Committee may 
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give me some assistance in proventing any @eourrence of 
the matter 

To got at the beginning, it will be necessary 
t@ go back before ny time. The fall before I came to 
Crowstand, a number of the larger girls got out of thedr 


dormitories a number of times, meoting outside with 
One of theso was & 
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several young men from the rasorves 


graduate from our sohood. One was a graduate of Revina 


who was working here as farm dinstructer. The others 

were young married men from the Reservee Tho leaders 
among the girls vese a graduate of Regina who vas working 
qn the sohool, and I think also an Indian giz) who was 


yziving here as the adopted daughter of Nr- Gilmour. 
The 
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The young men who were concerned were forbidden te come 
on the sohool grounds again while Mr. Gilmour was here. 
His adopted daughter was sent to a friond at Suitalula 
and the other girl was discharged. 

About a yor after I oame here, some of 
our own beys and girls succeeded in getting thoir windows 
open and ze®@ting out, the girls going to the boys dor- 
mitory and the boys going *o the girls two or threo times 
peafere they were caughte I employed such moans as pun- 
qghment and individyal talks as I thought best to make 
them see the wrong thoy had done and to keep thom from 
doing it agains Sinoe then, oxtra precautions have been 
taken to guard against any more trouble. The windows 
were bleoked so that they could only rise a short distance, 
while the stops were seourcly nailed one The doors also 
were kept looked. The Indian boy or girl,as you may know, 
yibads easily to any impulse or desire and from twolvo 
upwards their passions are peoulinarly strong. Thus, 
although we have seen many pleaning signs of imProvoment 
occasionally there would be outbreaks of a restless 
spirit in seme. But on the whole we had muoh reason to 
be ploased with the apparent growth of a better moral 
tene. Last winter was perhaps the most freo fron anything 
disagreoable in the ocenduct ef the girls and beys that I 
have known sinoe coming heres 

On APrel let. I sont home two of the larger 
beys to work preparatory to being discharged. They oame 
te the sohool eooasionally during the wook and always on 
Sunday to the Sunday sohool, and also to the ovening 
meeting. Nothing suspicious could be noticed in any of 
their conduct. 
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About the middle of May, Mr. Blewett, the Indian 
Agent, heard from a young Indian in his employ that some- 
thing was wrong at the sohool. Next day, he was able to 
give me more partioulars, and I at onoe Procesded to in- 
vestigate. About the beginning of May, two young mon 
from the reserve came to the soho@l ono night, and 
went up to the little girls dormitory, but when they 
found only little girls they went down again. They told 
this to the two beys who had just gone home from the 
sohool, and started them thinking about doing the samee 
On Sunday night, May Sth» after all the staff were 
asleep, the tw® sohool beys from home accompanied by 
ene of our boys from his own dormitory went up the 
fire esoape to the girls window with a couple of knévos 
and other things, whioh they passed to the girls, asking 
them to open the window. Either the girls could not, 
or would not do it, and the boys wont away. Tho girls 
had tried or made pretenoe of trying to open the windew. 
By Thureday following, the boys had got possession ef 
a Sorew driver and with 1¢ loosened their own windows, 
and then passed it to the zirls who also loosoned theirs, 
80 it would open easily. That night, four of our largest 
sohool beys went up te the girls dormitory and stayed 
for a time. Next night, Friday, May 10th, two boys from 
the reserve came and went upe One of theso was the one 
who had been deep tn the trouble in Mr. Gilmour's téme 
and the same that had gone up to the little girls 
dormitory a few weoks beforee The other was one of the 
boys I had sent heme. This older fellew, Campbell 
Shingoosh by name, had a bottle of whiskey in his pooket. 
He gave it to the girls and three of them drank some ef 
it. My ow epinion is that his having the whiskey there 

was 
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was merely in acoident. He did not come up for the 
purpose of bringing it or giving it to the girle. 
The other bey, Wallace Shingoosh and Freddie Cete the 
ether bey whom I had sent homo oame the next night, 
Saturddy, and went up to the same dormitory. On Monday 
night following, four of the girls wont out and went 
around to the boys dormitory. The next day I discovered 
the trouble and of course there wa® no more. 

yew you will ask what has beon done te 
the guilty partios. Those who were pupils of the sohool 
dnmoluding the twe beys who had gone home to the reserve, 
I punished, I wanted to get a ho@vy sentence passed 
em the young fellev who had brought the whiskey boonuse 
he is a bad case, but the Agent allowed him te go free 
on condition ef his giving certain information which 
lod to the conviction of a white man in Kamsaok who 
had for a long time beon supplying the Indians with 
whiskey.

I should explain that your kind letter enclosing the correspondence 
your Department had had about the ‘matters complained of at Crowstand did 
not come into the Committee's hands until after its vieit to Kemsack. ve 
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are none the less indebted to you however for your kindness in sending the 
copies of the correspondence. We sincerely trust that this will be satisfact- 
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ory too.

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The Committee appointed to enquire into somplainte made 
by the Indian Department against the Crowstand Indian School, met in the 
Crowstand School on Thursday, 8th August, 1907. 


The letters from the Department of Indian Affairs were read and 
considered. In the opinion of the Committee, these letters should have been 
accompanied by a copy of the correspondence on which the Department based 
ite complaints, and the names of some parties on whom the Committee appoint- 
ed to investigate might have called for a statement of facts. Nothing of 
this kind having been done, the only parties to whom the Committee could 
apply for information, were the members of the School staff and the Indian 
Agent. 

The Committee questioned every member of the staff who was within 
reach (it being the season for holidays the Teacher and assistant Matron 
were absent) and had a conversation with the Indian Agent, and found that all 
were agreed as to the facte regarding the pupils and ex-pupile of the School 
going to the dormitories of the girls at night. The letter of Mr. No¥hinney 
to the Secretary of the Synodical Indian Mission Committee, dated July 8th 
copies of which were sent to the Secretary of the Department of Indian 
Affaire and the Secretary of the Foreign Mission Committee, Toronto, contains 
all the information the Committee has received, save the opinion expressed 
by the Indian Agent that auch conduct had been going on from time to tine 
during the Winter. 

The Committee learned that a similar occurrence hed taken place at 
the School before the appointment of Mr. MoYhinney, the present Principal, 
and that one of the culprits in the present instance was involved in the 
former. The Committee learned further from various sources that like ocourr- 
oes had happened at other schools. 

The Committee found that the Principal and every member of the staff 
Were deeply grieved at the occurrence, and that the precautions taken to 
Prevent such consisted in having the bedrooms of the menbers of the ataff, 
(with the exception of that of the Principal who occupies a separate build- 
ing) close to the dormitories of the boys and girls, the doors of the dormit- 
cries locked and the windows so blocked that they could not be raised high 
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@nough to permit a child to crawl through. Indeed, the only further pre- 
caution anyone could suggest, was to bar the windows with iron rods - a pre- 
caution precluded by the danger of fire. The success wBth which plots of 
various kinds have been planned and carried through, not only in Indian 
Sohoole but in schools of all nationalities, compels the Committee to require 
further evidence before acquiescing in the statement of the letter from the 
Secretary of the Department on Indian Affaire, that the scandalous occurrences 
reflect seriously on the Management of the Institution. The Committee regrts 
the ocourrences exceedingly but does not think there is any blame attaching 
to the Principal of the staff. 


Domplaints regarding Ur. Vothinney's method of bringing truant 
boys back to. the School. 


ee 


The Committee questioned Mr. MoYhinney regarding the complaint 
that he had on one or two occasions in bringing truant boys back to the 
School, tied a rope to their arms, fastened the rope to his bugay and so 
compelled the boys to run behind the bugay; and was told that the following 
are the facts of the case:- 

The ringleader of the boys in the case out of which the complaint 
arose had run away from school four times last year and four or five times 
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this year, and in each case he had induced one or more smaller boys to 
accompany him; that in the case referred to in the complaint, he had induced 
two to accompany him, one about his own sise and one smaller: that Mr. and 
Mrs. MoWhinney had followed them in the buggy and found them about eight 
miles from the school in company with the father of the two smaller boys: 
that Mr. MoWhinney told the boys that they must go back with him, that he 
would take the smallest of them in the bugay, but, as there was not room 
for all in the buggy, the two larger boys would have to run behind: that 
arranged thus, all went well, until approaching a bluff half a nile from 
the starting point, Mr. MoThimey noticed that the boye were preparing to 
escape: that Mr. MoWhinney then stopped, brought the boys to the buggy, tied 
@ rope loosely round the arms of each and drew the rope over the back of the 
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wugay and the seat, but did not fasten it to the buggy in any way: that Mr. 
MoThinney had not thought of thus tying the rope to the boys until he was 
face to face with the danger of the boys running away from aftem his after 
he had found them and thus impairing the discipline of the School. 

Up. MoWhinney admitted that he had asked Mr. Graham (whether in the 
terms quoted in the letter of the Secretary of the Indian Department or not, 
he was not sure) as to what else he could do: but eo far was he from refus- 
ing to take Mr. Graham's advice that the question was put with the desire 
of getting advice: that Mr. Graham did mat advise him not to tie the boys 
behind the bugey again, but to get the Indian Commissioner's permission to 
transfer the unruly boy to a distant sohool whence he could not get home: 
and that he, (Mr. MoWhinney) had, acting on thie advion, requested and got 
the Commissioner's permission to transfer the boy to another school, and 
that ao far, the threat to do this had proved sufficient to keep the boy 
at school. 

The Committee agrees with the Indian Department that boys should 
not be brought back to any school tied with ropes, not because to do so 
is sacscenvitt either cruel or wicked, but partly because to be seen bring- 
ing back boys tied thus is all but certain to lead to complaints of cruelty: 
and even more, because such a pructioce is in danger of degenerating into 
cruelty. Whether any particular case is actually wrong, must be determined 
by ite circumstances. There is no doubt of the danger to which the boys 
would be exposed if the ropes had been made fast to the buggy as well as 
to the boys: but the ropes were not fastened to the bugey. The Committee 
can see no cruelty in making boys walk, or oven pun for reasonable distances. 
The distance those boys partly walked and partly ran behind Mr. Movhinney's 
bugey was betwoen seven and eight miles: they could, and did help themselves 
along by olinging to the buggy: and Mr. MoWhinney assured the Comittee 
that the horses trotted slowly when they did trot and that they walked a 
considerable part of the way. 

The Matron also gave the Committee the assurance that the boys 
were none the worse for their experience behind Mr. Mothinney's bugey. 
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The Committee therefore believe that there was no wrong done on 
this coacasion, and it is satisfied, and believes that the Department should 
be satisfied with Mr. MoWhinney's assurance that this method of securing 
the boys would not be tried again. 

In aonolusion the Committee is convinced that the management of 
the Crowstand School has been on the whole excellent, and that the School 
ia at present in very good condition.

A statement made by Mir. MoWhinney regard the bringing 
back of the truant boys is attached to this paper. 
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Mr. MoWhinney's statement regarding 
the bringing baok of the truant boys. 
(written to his dictation) 


George Kakewayas has for at least two years given great trouble 
by hia frequent attempts to run away from the School. In this, he has »3en 
encouraged by the sympathy of hia parents, and the fact that they made much 
of him on his return to his home. I have talked both to the parents and to 
the boy, reasoning with them both as to the wrong and folly of such conduct. 
This boy's offence is always aggravated by his inducing one or more smaller 
boys to accompany him in his truancy, and thus eowing tie wean as well 
as his om to serious danger, they, often setting out at nights or on wat 
days, to go a distance of ten miles. 

He ran away at least four times last year and four or five this 
year. The usual punishment inflicted was whipping. I tried to get his 
father to punioh him but failed. Usually they would bring him back when he 
went home. I tried to persuade his father to some form of co-operation 
by which the boy's truanoy might be stopped. Shortly afterwards, the boy x 
ran away again, and as on other occasions, persuaded two boys, one about 
his own size and one aualler, to accompany him. I drove up to the Reserve 
to look for them. About eight miles from the School, I met the three boys 
accompanied by the father of the two smaller boys and at once told the boys 
that they must go back to school with me. As my wife was along with me, 
there was not room for all in the buggy, so I took the little boy into the 
bugay and told the bd. others thats they must run behind, At first they were 
not tied in any way. After going a little distance, while drawing near a 
dluff, the boys showed tmmistakeable signs that they were going to make a 
break for liberty. I stopped and tied a rope loosely around one arm of each 
and threw the other end of the rope over the back of the buggy and over 
the seat. The rope was not tied to the buggy in any way. Thus we proceeded 
to the school, the horses walking or trotting slowly, so that the boys 
could follow without danger of hurting themselves in any way. Some of the 


Indians vaw us going hone and at once reported that the boys were tied to 
the bugay.

Then Mr. Graham the Inspector was here a few weeks later, two Indians 
complained to him about the matter. He asked me for a statement of what 
had happened and I told him as it is set down here. He agreed that the 
boys should be punished and that discipline must be maintained, but advised 
me not to do anything like the foregoing again, as it might create dis- 
satisfaction anong the Indians. This of course, was my own intention when 
I saw how the Indians felt. I asked hin what method he would advise in 
dealing with such cases, and he advised me to request the Indian Commiesioner 
to permit me to transfer the boy to some school at such a distance that the 
boy could not go home from it. I have done thie, and the Commissioner has 
consented to the transference if it should be Necessary to take this step. 

I told the boy and his father about thie, and since then, there has been 
no trouble. . 

In anawer to questions, Mr. MeYhinney said, “The tying of ropes 
on the boys’ arms and making them run behind the bugey was not intended as 
@ punishment but as a preventative against running away. I asked the boys 
several tines while on the way to school if they were tired, and one of them 
answered that they were not.

IBDIAN DEBAUCHERY. 
Wild Times on the Kamsack and other Reservations. 
Girls' School Broken into and Inmates made Drunk 


and maltreated -- Whites and Halfbreedse took a Hand 
i the Orgies. 


(Special Nespatch to the Globe) . 
Winnipeg, Nov. 26. -- Mnscrupulous whites, bad halforeeds and Indians in 
search of excitement, have been debauching the Indians on the reservations 
at Kamsack, Keyes and Pelly, forcing the Dominion Government to take action 
and institute wholesale prosecutions. Debaucheries have been indulged in 
which have left some participants lying in the bush in an incapacitated 
state for two daye at a tine. The Indian School was broken into, and the 
Ccoupants of one of the girls dormitories have been intaxicated and assatlt- 
ed by a band of young roughs, and gambling and vice have been renpant at 
Kemeack where the Indians, whites and halfbreeds have indulged in wild and 
disgusting orgies. These are facte obtained by the Department of Indian 
Affairs, which placed the matter in the hande of the Canadian Detective Agency. 
Mz. Charles Driver, the local superintendent, despatched a detective to 
the scene of the alleged trouble, with the result that some forty odd 
Prosecutions are taking place, while a report has been received by the 
Departuent showing that the state of affairs was: deplorable. As far as 
information has been received there have been twenty-three convictions. 
After working for some time the detective collected sufficient material to 
convict a large number of offenders, and the Department decided on stamping 
out the evil at once. Notice was sent to the reserve that a "“@ive-away" 
danve", and Indian dance, that usually results in excesses and vicious 
freedom, would take place at Kamsack on November 21. All the suspects there- 
fore were counted on attending, and when they did there was a wholesale 
raid by the police who worked from early morning of Thureday and the Greater 
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yest of the following day, in placing the men they wanted under arrest. 

On Saturday morning the court was opened at 10 o'clock, and many fines 
and sentences were imposed. A man who ran a butcher shop there was sent 
to jail for nine months, and fined $900,

I6 reports that 
while at Kamsack he received information from Mr. Blewett, 
the Indian Agent, that on or about the I$th. of May 1907, 
some boys gained entrance to the Crowstand School by climb- 
ing up a fire escape and entering the girls' dormitories. 
Mr. Blewett also informed Operative that he had informed 
Mr. McQuinney, Principal of the School. Operutive asked 
if Mr. McQuinney had done anything in the matter, and Mr. 
Blewett replied in the negative, and added that the guilty 
parties should have been arrested. 

On the I4th. of November last Operative interviewed 
Mr. McQuinney, who corroborated the statements made by Mr. 
Blewett, and added that he had got statements from the 
girle with the names of those who broke into the School, 
the guilty parties being Campbell Levright, Wallaee Lin- 
guish and Fred Cote.

Their mitts and their clothing smelt strongly of gasoline 
and they made no attempt to deny what they had done, After some questiona 
ing they admitted that their object was to destroy the School so they 
covla all go home, 

From the foregoing it appears quite eviacent that one or 
both of these boys should be sent to a reformatory for several years. To 
send them home would not do as this woula be just what they are wanting. 
Neither would it do to send them to a reformatory for a few months as at 
the ena of this term they would retur\m home and this again woule satisfy 
their schemes. 

In conclusion I may say I have tried every means to show Xxme 
these boys the folly of their conuuct ana the wrong as well, but reason, 
kindness and punishment seem to have all failed.

On Decenber {7th in tne year 1910 I bought a 
carcass of beef from an Indian named Howard Wolfe of 
Cote's Bani, and paid him therefor $24.35, This beef 
was sold to me under the usual permit form by which In- 
diane receive permission for sale of their produce, This 
beef was for use in our School and when we came to use it 
we found it was no&fgood, The first we cooked gave off a 
peculiar odor lixe burned bones, When the matron reported 
this to me I ordered ore tne men to cut up another quarter 
ani see if it was the same, When he attempted to do so 
8 sort of matter ran out of one of the joints. I ordered 
that no more of it be used and sent word to the Indian 
to come and take it sway. I also notified we, Agent 
Blewett of the occurrence, snd asked him to collect $22.00 
of a refund fror tne Indien, This has been very difficult 
to do ani so far I have been able to get only $7.00 of it, 
Last fall when Mr, Agent Taylor was in charge tnis Indian 
801d two oxen and Fifteen dollars of it wos retained to 
purchase a heifer, This heifer has not yet been purchased 
and tae money is still in the Agent's hands. Now what 
I want to ask is if this money could not be applied to 
wipe out this ol4 debt to our School, We have been out

Referring to your letter of 14th inst No. 
116741/1,I beg to suy that I have tried to urge on the 
Indians here the benefits gained by sending their children 
to a training school,and have pointed out to them that 
they sre very much indebted to the Department for giving 
them a free school and home for the children.I have not 
only been very unsuccessful in getting any results in the 
way of pupils to enter Crowstand achool,but I have made 
many ef the Indtangpore at me and that much harder to get 
to work on their land,becuuse they say the Principal is 
not doing good work and that I um backing him up so that I

too must be wrong,These Indians are intelligent in one 


sense,but are too easily stayed by outside influences, in 
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preference to Nepartmental instruction, IT must say that 
there have been far too many desertions from Crowstand 


School the last year,and far too mny girl gruduates from

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loafers. When I urge on an Indian to send his child to 
school,he at once refers to this und usks me if I want his 
child to become like that,and it is very hard to refute 
his arguments and get him to see otherwise.

As soon as the Cote Indians heard about this,when their 
children came home for holidays on Friday last,they had a meeting 
and decided to ask the Department to reconsider the Day School 
proposition,stating that they did not want to send their children

accepted it and hope it is true.The case of the Farmer at 
the School,Mr Everett,was sustained,but we were handicapped 


by his having left before we had facts to hold him,and we 
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have not been able to locate him.iMr lMicWhinney has written 
me stating that Everett confessed to him before he was 
dismissed,that he had immoral relations with the girls in 
question, but being unwell at the time and hoping the young 
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man would be benifited by this lesson,he sent him from the 


school and closed the matter up.

I beg to submit the following report on 
the Crowstand Boarding School, which I visited 
on the Zlst of August,1914, 

The Princtpal,Mr.MoWhinney,who has heen 
quite 111 all summer,had just returned to the 
school the day T visited it, 

The pupils who had been away for their 
summer vacation had not yet returned to the 
school although it was just about time that 
they should be back, 

It is needless for me to make any 
comments sbout the buildings as they are in 
about the same condition as when I last reported 
to you, 

In going through the institution I found 
everything cleen snd in good order, 

I regret to bring the following matter 
to your attention,=- On my arrival at the 
reserve the Chief and a large number of the 
Indians of Cote Band asked for en appointment 
with me and I met them the following day. 
They had strong complaints to make about Mr.

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MeWhinney and his staff regarding the 
manegement of the school.They think thet 

the Principal does not take proper precautions 
to ensure the safety end well-heing of the 
young girls entrusted to his care, They 
referred to past cases and particularly to a recent 
one when one of his staff,a Mr. Everett,was 
found to be conducting himself in a most 
improper manner with the girls.A full report 
on this matter was sent to you by ir. Blewett 
and it is unnecessary for me to go into details. 
The Indians think thet Mr. MeWhinney hed no 
right whatever to sallow Mr, Everett to ascape 
punishment for the offences with which he is charg- 
ed.They think Mr. MoWhinney should have heen 
the first to see that he was punished,and say 
thet if he had reported the matter to the Agent 
they believe he would not heve been sllowed to 
go unpunished.A number of the ite who 
were at this gethering refused to send their 
children back to school as they say a great 
deal is going on thet should not be tolerated, 
and instenced this case and others, 

T.ere is no doubt that Mr. MoWhinney is 
very much interested in the welfare of the 
pupils entrusted to him but he seems to have 
been unfortunete and has had « great deal of 
trouble of this kind, T believe that if he had 
reported this matter to the Agent and allowed 

the 
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the law to take its course the Indians would 
not feel so strongly against him as they 
now do. Mr. Blewett hes had a warrant issued 
for the man's arrest and if he is found I 
have no doubt that he will be convicted and 
punished,and the Indians will feel that 

the Government hes done all they could 

to hring the offender to justice, 

The financie] standing of thé 
institution is good,as usual, A deta&dled 
statement of the trensactions for the last 
year is herewith enclosed, 

The Indians are pressing for a Dey 
School.I shall bring this matter before

I have “just received a letter from Dr A. S. “Srant of Toronto 
saying that the Tepartment had notified me to return the Inaian girls in 
our School to their homes. That is,a letter from the Department to Dr 
Grant lad stated tat I rad been notified to do so, I have not yet re- 
ceivea such a letter and neither has the Arent receiveu any such nuliice, 
Tr thts ts tna risa of the Department then the boys will have to be sent 
home too,as we cannot maintain our School on a yrant earning list of pere 
haps twenty pupils. 

ff this is done I woula like to ask if it is the in- 
tention of the Department to accede to our request and buila at on@@ tne 
ne w School for which we have been asking for so long. If these chilaren 
are all sent home to their parents for the winter,the problem of their 
keep will be one that will need to receive attention from the lepartment, 
as tines are likely to be hara. No better time could be chosen than the 
present to do Duilding. It coula be done cheaper than at any time fpr the 
last few vears on account of the larre number of lale men. It would be 
a patriotic act in the present time of stress in providing work for a 
number of [ndians and white men who would otherwise be iale. 

I mignt say 
in conclusion that the Indians themselves do not want their chilaren sent 
home unless their is another school proviaed to laxe the } lace of this 
one.

Dear Dr. Grant:- 

Your letter toeday was something of a bolt from the 
blue, saying that the Department had said that they had notified 
me to return the girls to their homes. Ae yet I have received 
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no such notice but no doubt it will come along in time. I have 
also asked the Agent and he has received no intimation of any 


such action. 
I have written the Department since receiving yours,

telling them that if the girls are sent home the boys will 


have to go too as we cannot maintain a school building such as 


this on a grant earning list of twenty pupils or thereabouts. 
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If they are going to begin building at once, it puts a different 


face on the matter, but they give no assurance of this. They 
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could not build at a cheaper time as there are plenty of men 
wanting work and it would also supply work to some of the Indians 
who otherwise will be hard up this winter. Moreover, it would 
be a vatriotic act to start such a work at the present time. The 
@reater part, if not all these Indians will be anything but 
pleased to have their children sent home and no other school 





provided. 
Now, as to File Hills, as the matter at present 
appears, I am very unwilling to go there for the following reasonsr 
1. The action of the Department in closing this School 
ie in a sense a way of saying that I cannot run this School 
properly and if this is their attitude I would not want to take 
charge of another School where the vlan of the school build- 


ing is euch that it would be very much harder to maintain proper 
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conduct between the sexes. 

2. I am informed that there ie no satisfactory 
residence for a Princinal apart from the school. 

3. There is no place anywhere within reasonable dist- 
ance where my own children could go to school unless they went 
to school with the Indian pupils, and anyone who has had experience 
in thie work knows that thie is not desirablee I have as much 
real fondness for the Indian children as anyone, but I feel I must 
safeguard the welfare of my own two little girls. 

4. I feel that I am in a better position ae far as my 


own standing and influence is concerned to do good work asa

In regara to the second matter I 
admit that there have been times in the past when suel a statement woula 
have been at least rartl, true,but at the present time it ig without foun- 
dation . Never in all the vears that I have been at Crowstand has my held 
upon these Indians heen so great or their attituce towsrags me so cordial, 
In regard to the past it must he remembered that I came here a few months 
before the advent of the railway and the influx ofthe white people, the 
second year the tom of {amsack was started on the Reserve and in my ef- 
forts to warn and protect the Indians from the unserupulous white I some- 
fimes earned the ill-will of both, The Indian at that time could not see 
that I was acting for his good. I admit tootthat like most people I mace 
mistakes at times,but it was usually by being tov sealous in the interests 
of the Indians.I think mest whitemen may be excused for occassionally 
making mistakes in dealing wita Indians, Tasn for the last few years there 
uas been a group of men,of whose existence the Department is well awarg, 


who have made ac secret of their aim to get the Indians to surrenaer their 


dana in order that tieir finaneizl scenes might be aavancea. I nave op- 
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posed these men and as a result vieyhave tried for sever.1 yeara to injure 
vayaelf and our School in the eyes of the Inuians. I stated this fact be- 
fore Yr Graham and Mr Blewett on the Sist of August last . You are aware 
Yr Scott thit these men rave tried to hinder tne builaing of our new 
School for which we have been asking for years. But I am pleaceu to say 
that in the face of all this I have at the present time tne confiuence 
of these people as fully as any man could very well expect, As sec us 
these people learned that 1 was returning to my work at the first of Sep 
tember every child was eager to return to Schooland the people were wile- 
line to send them.Yone were more pronounced in showing this good feeling

MEMORANDUM. 

Mr, /scott,— 

I bég to call your attention to the following 
extract from Mr. Agent Blewett’s report on the Orowstand 
Boarding school for the month of October, last,- 

*formitories fair, play rooms dirty, water 
closets dirty. Many pupils dirty and poorly clad, Miss 
Gilmour's retirement from this school seems to have started 
it on the @own grade and now it is not fit for children

In my trip West, last fall, I visited the 
Pelly agency, and saw Dr. Tran, but he was busy, and 
W. G. Bluett was away, officially, (but I saw them 
afterwards,) so I visited the Crowstead school, alone, 
and, if you remember, in my report then, I did not ree 
commend it very highly, and my opinion of it now, it is 
even worse than then, when I made my recent inspection, 
October 28th. 

The school is an old building, run by the 
Church, with Rev. Mr. McWhinney as Principal. He, Mr. 
MoWhinney, said, when I was leaving, the other day, that 
he supposed that I would make a report, and I told him 
yes, but I could not say anything to recommend the in-= 
stitution, end he replied, no, that he could not expect 
anything else, as he knew that it was not up to the 
standard, but that he had asked a number of times for a 
new school, and did not feel like spending money on the 
institution, as it was. As far as I am concerned, as 
your Inspector, I may say, without exception, that it is 
the worst residential school I have had to visit, for 
the Department, as yet. The building, according to 
what I have been led to believe, has to be kept in pro- 
per repair, by the Church, and I cannot see that any- 
thing whatever, has been done to keep it suche It is 
in the most dilapidated condition. 

While visiting the wash-rooms, I found 


both in the boys' and girls', they were very unsanitary. 
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In the boys' wash-room, there were only three old, rusty, 
dinted basins, for the whole class to use, and no ine 
dividual towels. 

The dormitories, by no means, were kept 
up to the standard. The water, which had been used for 
washing, was thrown out close to the school, with no 
proper drainage from ite 

The building did not have screens for the 
windows, and the flies were very numerous, and had free 
access for entrance. 

The children were healthy enough, but 
looked uncared for and not decently clad, and in going 
through different parts of the institution, I went to 
the store-room, and found sufficient clothing there to 
clothe the whole reserve efficiently. 

From hearsay I do not consider that the 
moral conditions are what the Department expects, and in 
my opinion, if I may be allowed, I would like to sugrest 
that the whole boarding school be entirely done away 
with and that a good day school, with a suitable super- 
visor, be established, and that a fairly good hospital 

should be built there also for the care of the sicke

dropped to a Bay school. They also contend that this Boarding Schoal 
ought to be kept open until the other school is ready for use, and 
that the grant must be continued, as the salaries of those employed 
will have to be paid, and longer notice than this is necessary before 
they can be let go. I think that the grant should continue for at 


least another quarter, if the school is to be closed, as w2 have our

I have just returned from the West, and during my 
trip I visited the School at Kamsack one Growetand) and found there 
was no sign yet of any school building for Indian work being erected, 
and that no contracts had been let, and that there were no materiale 
on the ground. I decided that we would keep the boarding-school 
open until the end of November, so that we would be able to hold the 

children on the Reserve, and instructed our Principal, Mr. McWhinney, 
accordingly. I have just received a letter from Mr. McWhinney, 
dated Aug. 26th, in which he states that Mr. Graham was been in 
communication with you, and that you have stated that the school 
was closed, not to be reopened. My contention is that that communi~ 
cation should have been to me, and not to Mr. Graham, and this 
school will be reopened, and continue open until the end of November, 
and I have authorized the Principal to govern himself accordingly, 
and make arrangements with his staff. We will expect the per- 


capita grant covering that period, and I am writing to give you 
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notice to that effect, as in no case would it be good business 
for us to let the children scatter without any provision being 
made, especially in view of the fact that the building was not 
under way, and the time for the reopening of the school was near 
at hand. It seeme to me that this is the only thing that can 
be done under the circumstances, and hope it will meet with your 
approval. 

I note what you say in your letter of Aug. 25th, regara- 
ing the File Hills School and its Superintendent. We have several 
men who are far better qualifie@ all round for the supervising 
of this school than is Mr. Gibson. As you are aware, it is not 
farmers only that we want, but men whp are able on educational and 
religious grounds to conduct the work of the School. 

I was very much pleased with my visit to the Protage 
la Prairie School. The equipment there is everything that could 
be desired; the School is full of pupils already, ané the crop this 
year is second to none in any part of the West. 

There are several matters that will have to be gone 
into very soon in connection with this Indian work, and I hope 
to be able to have an interview with you before long in regard 


to these matters.

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Goodfish Lake on James Seenums Reserve No 128, 
In reply I would inform you that, during 
the residence of this teacher at Goodfish Lake 
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I wes but twice in his house and at these visit 
beyond the utensils and crockery being un- 
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washed I saw nothing to warrent Mr Whitney's 
lurid description,which you quote. This gentle- 
man is certainly very ungrateful for the shel- 
ter and hospitality afforded him on a winter 
night, but perhaps the teacher's repellent 
appearance and his more repellent manner did 
more Lo arouse Mr Whitney's disgust than the 


house, deseribed as a kennel.

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Mr Hemming, the artist,who accompanied Mr Whit- 
ney told me that the teacher was a --fool but 
made no other reference to him 

The Rev &.B.Glass is rasponsivle for the 
employment of this man,vho,he said,was an 
excellent teacher. Neither Inspector MeGibbon 


nor Rev John McDougall shared in Mr Glass's 


,¥iews,as I heard the former express an un- 


favourable opinion of him,and the latter dis- 


missed him summerily last May. 


In regard Lo the houses occupied by the 
teachers of day schools on this Agency connec- 
ted with the Methodist Society, I would inform 
you that they are the property of this religious 
body,and the one in question being « private 
residence,the Agent doubtless did not consider 
that it oume under his ‘supervision, although 
such visits would have had beneficial results. 

The teachers sent to this Agency by the 
Society above referred to are usually lay 
preachers and their office is dual, that of 
teacher and preacher,the result is, in con- 
Sequence, that they neither are the one or the 
other. T have noticed in the past(no fault can 
be found with che present staff) and I write 
this with no Uhought of ousting any reflections 
upon those who are guided by their convictions, 
no matter how unique their views may be, that 
the more excessive the zeal the male teachers 
in this Agency have displayed, the less the 


attention 
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attention they have given to the sanitary con- 
dition of their surroundings and sometimes of 
their persons. With them cleanliness is usually 
found to be in inverse Reto to godliness, 
though one would naturally suppose the qual- 


ities to be inseparable.

with neglect, and the suffering euhutiet erdured by the teacher 
from that neglect. Miss F. now uses a oputch, but moves around 
lively enough and loses no time. Helative to her teaching and 
general efficiency I would refer you to the [nSpector's report in 
the Blue Book last published, ard to Missionary Keports. 

"(d) As to lost time, 12 days were lost through this protract- 
ed illness, and 9 through absence from the Keserve while Mes Glass

About two hundred yards from the Peguis School is 
a Municipal Public School, but it has refused to take 


the Treaty children even if they do pay taxes, for the

reason that the school is now overcrowded, But accross 
the river and only about a mile away is another Indian 
School, East St Peter's, and during the winter all the 
children in the vicinity could attend either school as 
they can cross the river on the ice, Consequently 
there is no necessity to keep both schools open, and I 
recommend that one of them be closed, It might be left 
to the decision of the Councillors which one should 

be closed, but the East St Peter's is much the best 
puilding. 

{The other two schools at North, amd South St a& 
Peter's I think it would be well to leave open for 
some time yet. 

QThere are a number of families that have sold sh 
their allotments, still living on the reserye, unde- 
cided where to remove to, But next summer I think tke 
there will be quite a migration to other reserves.

The Reeve of the Municipality of St Clements 
which includes the reserve lands on the east side of t 
the river, Told me that with the Reeve of St Andrews « 
which includes the reserve lands on the west side of 
the river, they had taken legal advice and had assess- 
ed all the old reserve lands for which Patents had 
been issued by the Government, whether held by Indians 
or sold, and if the taxes were not paid within the 
legal time allowed the land would be sold for taxes 
the same as other land, He said the names of Indian 
owners had been placed on the Municipal Voters list 
and they would have a vote accordingly, That so soon 
as there were sufficient settlers in any vicinity to 
petition for a school, a district would be organized 
and a school built at which the children of Indians £h 
that paid taxes would have as much right to send their 
children as other settlers, 

I broached the question whether in the case of 
lands sold th whitemen and taxes paid by them but stil 
occupied by Indians whether the Indian children could 
attend the Public School, He said so long as the taxes 
were paid he thought they could, but he was not sure an

No special school tax has been assessed in St 
Clements, but it has in St Andrews as there is a 
school in operation there and the District includes 

all the allotments on the west side except those in- 
cluded in the Town of West Selkirk, But there is no 
Public School on the east side of the river (StClements)

The white people there objest to having Indian 
children attend the Public sehoel as they are more or less 
affected with scrofula which they claim is contagious. 

The steps to be taken to form school district is for the 
ratepeyers to call a public meeting and form a Board pro 
tempore and petition the Municipal Council to lay out the 
district and authorize them to organize. It is going to be 
difficult to do this on the west side of the river. All the 
white ratepayers will petition against it. There is a large 
area of assessable property belonging now to non-residents. 
This large area makes a low special school tax. It could, 

I think be easily done on the east side of the river in the 
Municipality of St Clements. There is no school district 
there and no white people that would oppose it save the non= 
residents. If the Department think it ad-visable I will 
get the Indian ratepayers to call a meeting and prepare the 
Petition to the Council. I feed previ, certain that it 
would carry. 
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. There are about 18 pupils at Devils Creek who have no 
school to attend. We have no building there possible te 
use as a schoolhouse. An effort is being made by the Councié 
ors to get someone to give up a heuse for that purpose. 

It is about impossible to get good earnest teachers 
at the salary we offer. In this diocese the teachers get 
only the grant made by the Department. As a consequence 
we have no teachers that know anything of the art of 
teaching. Miss Avery has taken a great interest in her 
work and is very successful. I would be sorry to lose her. 
I have since learned that the two families, Laronde and. 
Averys are very friendly. If the Department approve of 
an effort being made by me to have a public school on the 
east side of the river I would recomuend that Miss. Avery 
be left where she is for the present until we can see the 
result of the effort to establish the Publis school. 

There are a few good men among the Indians in that 
part to whom the sugcestion might be safely made and who 
could have it carried through. I would not however like 
to make any suggestions to anyone until I heard from the 
Department.

i may say that the Municipal authorities object to tho 
admission o.! Indian children to their d.y schools because they 
are Indian ehildren but this foolish prejudice will wear away 
in time and the rights of the case will prevail . 

So far as the Indiens are concerned it is best for us to 
encourage their removal as much as possible to Yeguis and if 
every advantage is allowed at St leters they will be slower 
in moving . ‘he erection of the two Sehools which you have 
ordered at Peguis will be an extra inducement to parents to 
move their families there and a carefnl poliay is the hest 
under existin; conditions. 

I shall be glad to be further instructed in this mate 
ter and will carefully guard the interests of the Indians on 
the one side and ‘he interests of the Department on the other 

Although allowing the existence of the two Schools at 


St Peters for the present I think that the Municipal Council

Dear Friend,- 
I want @ little information which I think you may be 


able to give me. I am Sec.Treas. of the School district here 
and I am directed to endeavour to obtain from the Indian Dept. 4 
grant in aid of our school on the ground of so many of our pupils 
belonging to Treaty families from whom no taxes are received and 
for whom no fees are paid. 

The Dept. makes grant of $ 200 a year to the School district 
South of us on the East side of the river (Dynevor) and we feel 
we ought to get some help too. Bntil lately the Treaty people 
refused to send their children to our school saying that they 
would have nothing to do with it as by so doing they would, 
prejudice their case as to the Reserve settlement. The Manitoba 
Education Dept. has informed us that we must compel attendance, 
treaty or not, if resident in our district; so I have brought 4 
little pressure to bear on them and a lot of them are now coming 
much to our gratification, There is a one horse affair in the way 
of an Indian School kept up North of us on the Hast side. The 
Indians themselves who are in our district kick at having to send 
their children over the river. Now they are sending to our school 
they declare that that school is no good in comparison. Some of 
the Treaty children who are near the ferry come over to our school; 
We make no charge to them, so feel that we ought to get some help. 
fo whom should I apply in the matter? Any advice you can give me 
in confidence will be greatly appreciated.

I made mention of this school in my last 
monthly report on Schools. Thie school was opened 
at the urgent request of the Indians. It ie on the 
East side of the Winnipeg River, near the mouth. 
There never wore very many children of school age at 
that point, but a schoclehouse had been budlt there 
a number of years ago, and had heen closed on account 


of insufficient attendance. The Chief and Council

of the Band asked that this School House be moved 


further up the river where there are more children, 
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as it is about impossible to allow sehool children 


to crogs and recrocs the Winnipeg River. The River 
in r 
varies that Reserve from a half to a mile in width. 
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During a West winé from the lake, the river is about 
ag dangerous as the lake would he, with the added 
danger of the current. The Conniccioner however 
demurred at having the School House moved, or 
recomuending the building of a new school.house, and 
thig wae opened two yeers ago to attompt to pacify 
the Indians, thinking perhaps this would satisfy them.

There is no road on the Bast side of the River, but _ 


in parts there are trails cut through. The Indians 
have asked that roads and bridges be constrected 
on the East side,the same way that we did in 1905 
on the West side. I have never recommended it, 
Jeaving it for Cu ure consideration, 1s the other 
on the West side cost us over $3,000.00. In the 
month of September Mics Polster wrote that in Auge 
uot she had had no children at a1] for days at a 
time, and asked me what she should do. I told her 
to continue the sehor3, and keeping it open until 
we would deceide what could he donc. She hae had 


children attending in September and October. I do 
not know what the November attendance will be, end 
can only ascertain by correspondence. I would 
recommend that the school be kept open until the 
end of this quarter, and if the attendance does not 
improve get another teacher, and in any case not 
close the school until the first of April, as the 
winter #- . .art of the year in which they are hest 
able to get the children to attend school.

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In r@ply to the enquiry made by the 
obey Minf¥ster in/regard to the suggestion 
Mr WA. ypintyze f the Provincial Normal school, 
Winnipeg,for the establishment of a convenient cen= 
tral school on the St Peters Reserve to take the plage 
of the four schools now in operation there,the under= 
Signed begs to say that three of the schools in 
question are under the auspices of the Church of 
England while the fourth school is conducted by the 
Roman Catholics,An amalgamation of two schools under 
different denominations was tried at Cornwall Island 
and epinesd still in operation,has not been a success 
as it has only been attended by children of one den= 
omination, 
Four schools are more than are required 
for the number of children of school age shown to be 
on the reserve, Mr McColl,in his report on these 
schools which was mide in June last gives the number 
which should attend each school as follows:- 
Gast St Feter's R,C,-----15,average 7 
North " 
South " ® 
There are,in addition to this number, 
78 Protestant children at the Rupert*s Land school 
and 11 Roman Catholics at the St Boniface school, 
making a total of 196 children of school age belong= 


ing to the reserve,

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Mr McColl*s last census return gives the 
total number of children of school age on the re= 
serve as 250,=— 210 Amglicans ,34 Roman Catholics ,and 
6 Baptists ,which shows a difference of 54 between his 
tabular statenent and his school reports, 

I see two formidable drawbacks to the es= 
tablishemt:.of a central school,one being the relig- 
tous difficulty and the other the scattered settle- 
ment of the reserve which follows the river front 
about eight miles.Ne@ ly half the children would 
have to cross the river and many of them would have 6 
to travel over four miles to reach a school situated 
at a central point, It would require a considerable 
amount of money to put up a suitable schoolhouse if t 
it were decided to erect one,and as St Peter’s Band 


has no money to speak of ,funds would have to be

voted for the purpose, I think the Department is now 


paying too much for the results obtained from this 
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reserve but this is owing to the heavy drain made on 
the day school pupils by the Rupert's Land school, 


Some yeawego the South St Peters day schot 
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had an enrollment of out 50 pupils,with an average 
attendance of over 35, 

The small average attendance at our Indian 
schools is , afield tn most cases ,due to the lack of 
interest ahd ability in the teachers,and I think that 
if the schools are fcarriea on as they now are ,tkax 
the attention of the Roman Catholic and Church of 
Englard authorities should be called to this matter, 

It is not quite clear to me from Mr Mc= 
Intyre*s letter,whether he suggests the amalgamation 
of all the schools into a central one,or the estab- 
lishment of a central in addition to the four now in 


operation, If the latter construction is taken,I hav 
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no hes&tation in saying that there is no need of an 


adfitional school,

Mr. Harper is conscientious and tries

accepted in a public school,

teach school although he is doing his best. It seems to me 
that the Department should take steps to put a qualified 
teacher here, There is no necéssity to use the Provincial 
Compulsory Act, #8 we have provision in our own act to take

You will note what he says regarding the building. But it 
will not be advisable to spend more money on a building 

until we are satisfied with the prozress of the school itself. 
The first thing to do is to get a good teacher and then the 
Department, I feel sure, will be glad to put up a decent 
school building.

@ public school.*® 


In view ot tne Inspector's report, it 1s consiaered that it 
would be in the best interests of the Indian chilaren to obtain 
the services of 4 qualitied tesoner. 


Mr. Agent Latulippe, Selkirk, Man., has 
eguggested that Mr. Harper be transferred to the fiollow Water River 
Indien Day School, to begin duties when the teacher thut has been 
engaged for the summer months gives up the work. It is considered 
that Mr. Harper would be satisfactory at Hollow Water River, and 
he has expressed his willingness to accept the trensfer. This

I hope you will pardon the delay in replying to yours 
of May 26th regarding the North St. Peter's Indian Day School. I held the 
view that in as much «s it was probably only a matter of time when all the 
Indians of 3t. Peter's would be moved to the Peguis Reserve it would not 
be prudent to go to the expense of erecting a new school. However, as I 
have not been in touch with the north end of the Reserve for some time past 
I had to consult with those who are more familiar with the situation as it 
now exists. I may state that when the former teacher left so suddenly Ye 
called upon me and appeured to be very strong in the opinion that the tug 
school should be continued, and that a new building should be erected. I 
am enclosing letters from the liissionary in charge and also from the 
Provincial Inspector of Schools. From them you will judge as to what is 
best to be done under the circumstances. In view of the very heavy 
expenses to which your Department is committed with reference to Indian 


Schools generally I confess that I thought that this additional expense

Peters School.I found the attendance very small,only one Treaty 


ohild and three non Treaty.Thie is caused by the majority of the 
Treaty children attending the Municipal School in St Clemente 


which is situated about one mile from the South Sohool.The South 
St Peters School is situated in the Parish of St Andrews and 
therefore the children from this Parish have no right to attend 
the St Clements School which is situated about a mile below the 
South School,but across the River which ie the deviding line 
between the two Parishes.I have had a talk with the Rev.Mr La - 
ronde the Sec-Treas.of the Municipal School in St Clements ,and 
they would not object to the Treaty children attending thie 
School, if the Department could give them a grant of about $300.00 
per year,to help pay the running expenses. think that the Trea- 
ty children would be much better attending this School as they 
would then be taught by a Teacher holding a certificate.There are 
about forty children of school age in the District in which the 
South School is situated.This School is in a good condition,I 
have had the doors locked and nailed up since it was closed,and 
I think that it would be a good idea to also have the windows

fesred thet the ascombling of children would be dangerous ,and be

meined closed since the date given ebove;vhen the ond of the 
querter ending March 3lot 1915,was drewing neer,I woe esked if 
the school could be onened,I referred the request to the doctor, 
he intimated it wes not advisable,and still more or less jJanger- 
ous to open the school,as he was not sure that the epidemic of 
amellpox was completely stemvedé out;the school is still closed, 
at the time of writing,2nd the doctor will keep it closed a littl

ing the Municipal school in St Clements,end I also find that the 
trustees of this municipal school ontered into en arrangement to 
efford tuition to Indien children,on the terms of departmental 
letter 117570-1 dated the 17th March 1913,end thet this arrange. 
ment hes been in operation,with satisfection,but thet this munic- 
ipel school was elso closed,from the letter vart of December 1914 
until the letter part of Jan'y 1915,on account of the smallpox 
epidemic; it wes,openet and continued up to the end of March inst, 
end westhen closed on eccount of some finencial complication thet 
the Wunioipality felt would not permit them to overate the school 
for the present,as soon as this complicetion can be adjusted, the

From the fore-going,I think thet the cleim that is made 
by John Plott end William MoCorrister,that they ere sufferitg a 
great hardshipy with reference to the educational privileges for 
their children,is not well founded. I heve met these men,end I 
have pointed out to them that the closing of the schools,under 
the vresent conditions,end tho conditions thet heve existed since 
the beginning of December 1914,axm on account of the Smallpox evi- 
demic during thet period ,mmmmem could not heve been avoided, thet 
the doctor wes doing this as a protection to the people,and to 
prevent the spread of this terrible disease,end thet the devart- 
ment would not interfere with the directions of the doctor in this’ 
very important matter, I ®1s0 pointed out to them that,until this 
epidemic started,ample arrangements for the educetion of their 
children existed,and thet the department was defreying the cost 
in connection with these arrengements,so thet the depertment was 
providing the educational privileges they weve entitlea to, when

Our attention has been called to the overcrowding 
in Pecuis and Patapan schools, one on the Bast side and the 
other on the West side of the Red River at Dynevoy, It is 
found that a number of the children attending these schools 
are Indian children and that that there are also four +ndian 
children in a small group not attending any school. It has 
been suggested that a new building near Dynovoy Hospital can 
be rented and an extra classroom opened, which would relieve 
the crowding in the other schools and also provide for a 
considerable number of children not now attending. The 
figures before me indicate that there are thirteen Indian 
children, wards of the Indian Department, involved. Under 
the circumstances it occurs to us that your Department might 
be prepared to join with us in open the extra classroom.

In reference to the moving of the school at 
Upper Fairford they at Upper Fairford seem to want it 
to be moved half a mile or so to the east, as most of 
the children who attend the school live in that direction, 
some of the parents make as an excuse that it is too 
far for the children to go in the winter, but my 
experience is that on most of the reserves it does not 
make much difference as to the distance the school is, 
so far as attending the school is concerned.

Regarding a request for the establishment of a 
day school on the Sandy Bay Reserve, No. 5, Manitoba, 
I beg to say that the local Indian Agent was asked to 
report as to the desirability or necessity for such a 
school. In a communication, dated the 8th instant, from 
the Agent, Mr. J. Waite, Portage la Prairie, Man., he 
states as follows:-

"I have made a survey of the reserve and have 
no hesitation in saying that a day school is very 
necessary, as about 55 children of school age 
cannot be accommodated in the Residential School. 
The Residential School is located in the centre of 
the reserve, about two miles from the lake front. 
A day school should be built, close to the school. 
Accommodation could be found for the teacher at 
the Residential School, but would suggest a teacher- 
age in close proximity to the day school, which 
should be erected between the Residential School 
and the Farming Instructor's residence. The ground 
is suitable, a well would have to be drilled and 
the grounds fenced. The estimated cost would be in 
the neighbourhood of $5500. No building on the 
reserve is suitable for the purpose. The erection 
of a day school would not interfere to any great 
extent with the enrolment at the Residential School. 
Some objections to a day school may be raised by

fhe policy of the Department, I think, should be the 
deciding factor as to the erection of a day school on the 
Sandy Bay Reserve. If the operation of boarding schools is to 
be continued, I do not see the necessity of a day school. On 
the other hand, if the Department sirous of dually 
eliminating boarding schools, a day 001 would @ step in 
this direction. 


I would, however, draw the Department's attention to 
the fact that the Sandy Indien Reserve is one of the poorest 
reserves we have in Manitoba and the Indians are perhaps among 
the most destitute. If the children were taken out of boarding 
school and the care and responsibility placed on the parents, 
4t would certainly greatly increase the hardships. Another 
factor which makes one hesitate to recommend the day school is 
the fact that the Indians are obliged to be off the reserve 
from early spring until late in the fall in omer to provide 
themselves with a living. The Indians leave their reserve 
for trapping and work out during the summer months for the 

ite farmers throughout the southern part of Manitoba. If 
the children were not in boarding school, they would unquestion- 
ably be with their parents and conse quently away from school.

In accordance with your request for a report 
on R. C, Mission School at Brochet, Sask,, I talked this 
matter over with Father Bganolf, who is in charge, and 
obtained information as follows « 


When in seGsion echool class is quartered 
in the largest room in the Mission House about 20' x 18! 
in dimension, There is no other suitable building or room now 
available, but a separate and complete boarding school 
building is planned for next spring as this room is hardly 
large enough to accomodate all, and is becoming a bit 
cramped with the increase of students. About half the 
timber for this school has already been hewed and is on 
the grounds. With a largerschool - boarding school « attendance 
will undoubtedly increase as many would-be students sre unable 
to attend on account of the itinerant life their parents are 
forved to lead in this country. The school, such as it 
is, has been in session intermittently for 3 years - move 
zegular of late, The students are allowed 1} months vacation 
in summer, commencing June 10th, this year,and one week at 
xmas. 


The teaching up to the pfesent time has been done 
almost entirely by Brother Urbain Drouin, He speaks Cree, 
Chippeweyan, English and French, and I should judge is quite 
capable, The children are all taught Cree, and some English, 
Their English vocabulary is taught from "De La Salle Reader" 
Parts 1 and 2, by phonetic system, They are also taught 
elementary arithmetic, spelling, geography, writing and 
reading. The majority of students now in attendance 


are half-breeds, The school attendance since opening has 


ty. for the three 
years since its opening. At the present time there are twenty. 
five students of school age, who attend regularlys> Chippewyan 
boys attend regularly during the summer, but absent all wintér,~ 
Father Bganolf informs me that twenty-five is about the average 
number of children of school age resident here, but this will 
be doubled on completion of Boarding School. The ageé of 

school children now in attendance ranges from 7 to 14, and

An Act respecting the Superannuation of Teachers. 


H* Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Legislative Assembly of Saskatchewan, enacts as 
follows: 


Suorr Trrne. 


1. This Act may be cited as The Teachers’ Superannua- Short title 
tion Act, 1930. 


INTERPRETATION. 


2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, the tnterpretation 
expression: 


1, “Commission” means ‘The ‘Teachers’ Superannuation «commission 
Commission appointed under the authority of this Act; 


2. “Fund” means ‘The ‘Teachers’ Superannuation Fund “rund” 
established under the authority of this Act; 


3. “Minister” means the Minister of Education; “Minister” 


4, “Regulations” means regulations made under the “Reaulations" 
authority of this Act; 


5. “Salary” means the regular salary of a teacher, together “Salary” 
with the value of residential allowances and of emoluments, 
perquisites and privilege dental to the position, as deter- 
mined by the commission, but not payment for janitor work 
or overtime or any other extra allowance or payment or any 
gratuity ; 


6. “Service” or “Teaching Service” means service rendered “Serv 
in teaching or in the supervision of teaching under a public save!

3. ‘This Act shall apply to teachers actually employed in 
teaching or in the supervision of teaching on or after the 
coming into force of the Act in those schools receiving grants 
from the Province of Saskatchewan.

i The Ontario Teachers' and Inspectors’ Superannuation 
Act could be amended so as to extend its full benefits and privileges 
to properly qualified teachers in Ontario Indian Schools, provided that 

(1) The Dominion Government pays into the Superannuation 
Fund for each teacher now in these Indian Schools, that sum of money 
which the next valuation will show that the Province holds as a reserve 
for one of its own teachers of similar age and service and salary. 

(44) The Dominion Government pays into the Superannuation 
Fund each August a gum of money equal to 23% of the aggregate salaries 
of qualified Indian School teachers during the preceding school year 
plus one year's interest at 4%. 

(144) Each qaalified Indian School teacher pays 23% of 
all salary received, this percentage to pe deducted from each salary 
payment by the payer and to be subsequently paid at the end of each 
school year into the Superannuetion Fund. 

(4v) All other requirements of the Teachers’ and In- 


spectors’ Superannuation Act are complied with. 


The Province will make no charge for operating expenses 
in reference to such Indian School teachers, and the Fund will assume 
the additional liability created by previous Indian School service 
which has been given by some of our regular teachers now in Ontario 


schools.

There is another matter which I did not feel 
I had any interest in, but the Bishop suggested that our 
Department might co-operate in bringing about and this is 
the question of superannuation for teachers. The Department 
of Sducation for the Province of Saskatchewan is making 
provision for a contributory scheme of superannuation 
for its teachers, but no provision is made in the Act for 
teachers in day schools of the Indian Department. These 
teachers are not recognized as permanent Civil Servants and 
so no provision is made for pensions for their old age. 
A teacher moving from a white school to an Indian school 
in the Province of Saskatchewan forfeits the benefits of 
his superannuation for the period of service in the Indian 
school and during that period he is not permitted to 
contribute to the Teachers Superannuation Fund. It appears 
to me that, as our schools are now being regularly inspected 
by Provincial School Inspectors and our teachers capabilities 
are to a large extent judged by the Inspector and the fact 
that they hold certificates from the Province, it would 
not be unreasonable to permit them to contribute to the 
superannuation provided by the province. Personally, I 
feel that the Bishop's attitude in this question is very 
fair and I promised him that I would bring this question 
to your attention in my report.

We have, in this Province, a number 
of schools for the instruction of Indian children 
maintained by your Department. In these schools you 
now require a teacher to have a first class certificate 
as obtained in the Province of Saskatchewan. 


These teachers are not accorded the 
privilege of joining any superannuation scheme, either 
Federal or Provincial. I enclose to you herewith a 
copy of The Teachera’ Superannuation Act which obtains 
in this Province. Under the terme of this Act a portion 
of the teacher's salary is deducted and paid into a Fund 
and the Government of this Province has a statutory 
liability thereto as fixed by section 12. 


Section 3 applies to all persons teach- 
i in the Province of Saskatchewan in schools that re- 
ceive grants from the Pravince. This Province makes no 
contribution to the Indian schools and therefore the 
Act does not apply to teachers therein. 


Under section 13 provisions are set out for 
the computation of teaching service which may be included 
in deter the amount of superannuation. Thies Act,

You will recall our conversation relative to 
teachers in the Indian schools. A few years ago I took 
this matter up with the Honourable Mr. Crerar, but his 
position at that time was that nothing should be done. 
Since that time U have had repeated recuests, particularly 
from members of the Church of England and the Roman 
Catholic Church, with respect to this matter. 


I feel that this is a subject which is foing to 
be a source of constant complaint until such time as it 
is rectified. I am, therefore, brinrine it to your 
attention and will appreciate your taking such action 4s 
you may feel disposed to undertake. 


I believe those directing the Indian schools now 
reouire that the teacher hold a first class certificate as 
issued by this Department. The teacher who accepts such 
a position then finds that superannuation ts not available. 
While they are in the employ of the Federal Covernment they 
are not civil servants and although they are teachers in 
the province of Saskatchewan they cannot participate in the 
Saskatchéwan Teachers! Superannuation fund. That fund is 
made up of a contribution of 4¢ of the teacher's salary 
and the fund is in effect guaranteed by the Province of 
Saskatchewan. Up to the present the Province hes not psid 
into thet fund any sump of money. In other words, it is 
maintained by the contributions of the teachers.

Recently at « local Teachers' meeting the condition 
of qualified teachers teaching in Indian Schools was discus 
sed. Under exixting conditions a certificated teacher 
in an Indian school is unable to participate in the pro- 
vineial scheme of superannuation. He likewise is unable 
to participate in a federal scheme of superamnuation, There 
is even a doubt us to whether his teaching continuity be 
broken when he teaches in an Indian school. This in itself 
is not conducive to certificated teachers being employed. 
Yor, should a teacher teach in an Indian school then return 
to the provincial field he receives no credit for the time 
taught in this school. 

At our meeting I was asked if the Government 
stipulated stipulated minimum salaries for teachers in 
Indian schools, and if they exercised any jurisdiction re 
hiring of the teachers, I was unable to answer theseques- 
tions. I was also asked if the Government was aware o 
salaries obtaining in these schools; but again I was unable 
to answer.

on their time to discuss at conven- 
tions, local meetings, and wherever 
called upon, the many problems 
your Committee had to face. We en- 
deavoured to answer all correspond- 
ence pertaining to pension matters 
as expeditiously as possible. 


I want to thank the various Dis- 
trict Presidents and Secretaries, 
the Presidents and Secretaries of 
Locals for their whole-hearted co- 
operation in seeking the support of 
the various M.L.A.’s to see that 
legislation was enacted this year.

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| 8) IMPROVED STATUS OF INDIAN DAY SCliuGL TEACHERS 





P The Indian Affaire braneh is now employing saw 352 
teathers in ite Indian day sehools which are losated throughout 
every province and territory of Canada. In the past, these teachors 
were @laseified only as temporary ¢ivil servants and were not placed 
on @ regular graded salary eshedule,. 


On 1 September, 1947, there went into effect an "Indian 
tay Sehool Teacher's celery cehedule" whieh provided for grades of 
day sehool teachers, welfare teachers und Peincipeals. This schedule 
provides for requler annual salary inerements, based upon qualifie- 
ation end satisfactory teasing experience, This seheduie has done 
mush to reteiu in our service the type of teacher who ean render a 
@reat contribution to Indian edueation,. 


The introduction of a separate class of teachers now 
termed "Welfare ‘eacherse” is a progressive advancenent which, we 
hope, will do aueh to improve living conditions on eertain isolated 
reservations, This category of teacher is paid on a twelve month 
basis md in addition to normal teaching duties, carries out other 
activities queh as the iormation of homemakers’ @lubs, the sponsoring 
Of Community reereation, the eneouragewent of home gardens and howe 
Auprovenent clube, the improvement of living conditions and eo- 
operates with Indian agents and nurses in matters of family allow- 
enees, drug dispensing, ete. 


Eerly in Jemuary of this year en Grder-in-Jouncil ms 
pasved making eligible the first group of Indian day school teachers 
for appointment to permanent positions in the Indian Affaire bvaneh 
for the purposes of the Civil Servieo Superannuation Act. This 
u@ane that for the firet time teachers who meet the rejuire.ents 
are cligible for superannuation privileges such us ure enjoyed by 
other pomanent civil servants. ie (eel anfident that this step 
dil do a@ great deal towards the proviaion of e nore jeruanent group 
of teachers in those sehools aé will reduce the large turn over in 
otaff that has previously occourred every swamer. 


In addition to the above two iujrovemente in status, we 
have also endeavoured to provide a better type of Living aceounod- 
@tion et our day sehools. The new standard type of day school now 
being construeted provides for a confortable teacherage in the sane 
building. «@ feel that in these isolated points, « sound and well 
furnished teasherage will help to attract a more satisfactory type 
of teacher, ‘¢ are also carrying out iuprovenents in many of the 
present teaeherages. 


TO suamarize, then, the achievenents of the post year 
~—been Boged to improved conditions for our day school teachers are 
three-rfald,- 
(1) the introduction of a salary schedule with 
regular inerements as deseribed above, 


(2) the firet group of such teachers has been made 
eligitle for privileges under tle Civil Service 
Superannuation Aet, 


(3) the provision of a better class of living 
accoumodation for teachers.

I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of August 3rd, attaching corr spondence from the Reverend 
Father Aloysius F. Kehoe, S.J,, of Regiopolis College, 
Kingston, Ontario. 


I have asked for a report from @ficials 
of the Indian Affairs Branch concerning the teaching re- 
cord of Mrs. Stella Kehoe, the mother of Father Kehoe who 
wrote to you on her behalf. 


Mrs, Kehoe taught in provincial schools 
in New Brunswick from 1898 to 1905. She returned to teach- 
ing in a provincial school fram January, 1924, to June, 
1924. Presumably on the death of her husband, in September, 
1925, she was appointed by the Department of Indian Affairs 
as teacher at the Red Bank Indian Day School, Red Bank, New 


Brunswick, She remained at this school until she resigned 
in June, 1949, when she was sixty-nine years of age. Dur- 
ing the past two years, we had obtained the necessary auth- 
ority by Order-in-Council for the retention of her services 
over the retirement age of sixty-five. 


Teachers in Indian day schools were not 
accepted as contributors under the Civil Service Superannua- 
tion Act until January, 1948. At that time, we made repre- 
sentations concerning Mrs. Kehoe, then sixty-eight years of 
age; but as she was three years pa the compulsory retir- 
ing age, she could not be accepted as a contributor under 
the Superannuation Act. 


Indian Affairs. School Files 
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I am attaching hereto a copy of a letter 


received at that time by the Superintendent of Indian 
Education from the Chief of the Superannuation Branch, 


On April 10, 1948, Mrs. Kehoe was advised 
of this ruling by the Superannuation Branch. I attach 
also a copy of the letter which was sent to her on that 
date. 
We have had a number of similar instances 
of teachers who had been in our day schools for a number 
of years, but who for various reasons were not eligible 
for superannuation privileges. It has been our practice 
in these cases to recommend the payment of a retirement 


allowance of one month's salary per ten years of service. 
I recently submitted such e recommendation for Mrs. Kehoe 


to the Treasury Board covering the payment to her of 
$38.00.
